year.  As  soon  as  the  rate  is  fixed  the  Auditor  computes  all 
taxes  and  delivers  the  Rolls  to  the  Tax  Collector. 

All  claims  for  exemption  from  taxation  must  be  filed  with  the 
Assessor  on  or  after  the  1st  Monday  in  March  and  prior  to  the 
1st  Monday  in  July  of  each  year. 

Personal  Property  unsecured  by  Real  Estate  is  due  and  pay- 
able on  the  1st  Monday  in  March  of  each  year  on  the  current 
year ’s  rate. 

All  current  and  back  taxes  must  be  paid  before  delinquent 
property  sold  to  the  State  can  be  redeemed. 

Write  the  County  Auditor  for  estimate  on  cost  of  redeeming 
property  sold  to  State.  Property  sold  to  State;  all  penalties  on 
delinquent  roll  for  the  first  year,  interest  on  taxes  at  rate  of 
~r7c  per  annum;  graduated  penalties  on  redemption  as  follows:

Washington  A.  Bartlett,  a young  lieu- 
t,.;  ,t.  was  appointed  Alcalde  or  chief  magistrate.  The  ap- 
po.i  r ment  was  subsequently  ratified  by  the  citizens.  The  total 
vO  ' cast  diil  not  exceed  2000. 

t he  1st  day  of  May,  1850,  San  Francisco  was  incorporated 
a-  ■ ity,  and  the  first  election  was  held  at  that  time.

Through  legislative  enactment  in  1911  the  separation  of  State 
from  local  taxation  was  accomplished  to  provide  revenue  for 
State  purposes.  A percentage  of  gross  revenue  and  capital 
stock  of  banks,  shipping  and  corporations  was  substituted  in 
lieu  of  an  ad  valorem  tax  levied  by  the  State  Board  of  Equali- 
zation. 

As  reimbursement  for  this  loss,  a refund  is  made  to  the  city 
by  the  State  sufficient  to  cover  the  interest  and  redemption  on 
bonded  indebtedness  created  and  outstanding  prior  to  November 
8,  1910. 

All  corporation  stock  and  franchise  assessments,  amounting  to 
$3  316.143,719,  were  eliminated  from  the  local  assessment  roll  and 
taxed  for  State  purposes.  This  property  is  known  as  State 
Operative  Property.  By  adding  the  same  to  the  local  on  Non- 
Operative  Roll  for  1925-26  gives  a total  assessed  valuation  of 
$1 ,049,966,699.

Citv  and  County  taxes  are  due  and  delinquent  each  year  in  all 
ou|lfjeJ  „f  the  State  as  follows:  First  Installment  due  on  the  3rd 
Monday  in  October,  delinquent  on  the  1st  Monday  in  December; 
15< , added  on  all  property  delinquent,  both  personal  and  real 

property. 

Second  Installment  is  due  on  the  1st  Monday  in  January  and 
delinquent  on  the  last  Monday  in  April  and  5%  is  added  to  all 
unpaid  taxes. 

The  entire  tax  may  be  paid  at  the  time  the  1st  Installment  is 
du«  On  the  1st  Monday  in  July  the  Assessor  delivers  the  Assess- 
mc!ii  books  to  the  clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  the  Board 
meets  to  equalize  City  and  County  Assessments.  When  com- 
pleted. the  books  are  delivered  to  the  Auditor,  who  foots  up  the 
vahi.'.i ion  and  reports  the  amount  to  the  Controller  and  State 
Board  of  Equalization. 

The  tax  rate  is  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  or  before 
the  1st  Tuesday  after  the  1st  Monday  in  September  of  each  year. 


As  soon  as  the  rate  is  fixed  the  Auditor  computes  all  taxes  and 
delivers  the  Rolls  to  the  Tax  Collector. 

All  claims  for  exemption  from  taxation  must  be  filed  with  the 
Assessor  on  or  after  the  1st  Monday  in  March  and  prior  to  the 
1st  Monday  in  July  of  each  year. 

Personal  Property  unsecured  by  Real  Estate  is  due  and  payable 
on  the  1st  Monday  in  March  of  each  year  on  the  current  year’s 
rate.

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INFORMATION  FOR  TAXPAYERS 


All  property  within  the  City  and  County  is  assessed  to  the 
party  whose  name  appears  on  the  records,  as  of  the  1st  Mon- 
day in  March  of  the  assessment  year  and  the  value  of  which 
is  fixed  by  the  Assessor. 


City  and  County  taxes  are  due  and  delinquent  each  year  in 
all  counties  of  the  State  as  follows:  First  Installment  due  on 
the  3rd  Monday  in  October,  delinquent  on  the  1st  Monday  in 
December;  10%  added  on  all  property  delinquent,  both  per- 
sonal and  real  property. 


each  year.  As  soon  as  the  rate  is  fixed  the  Auditor  computes 
all  taxes  and  delivers  the  Rolls  to  the  Tax  Collector. 


All  claims  for  exemption  from  taxation  must  be  filed  with 
he  Assessor  on  or  after  the  1st  Monday  in  March  and  prior 
to  the  1st  Monday  in  July  of  each  year. 


Personal  Property  unsecured  by  Real  Estate  is  due  and 
payable  on  the  1st  Monday  in  March  of  each  year  on  tin- 
current  year's  rate. 


Second  Installment  is  due  on  the  1st  Monday  in  January 
and  delinquent  on  the  last  Monday  in  April  and  5%  is  added 
to  all  unpaid  taxes. 

The  entire  tax  may  be  paid  at  the  time  the  1st  Installment 
is  due.  On  the  1st  Monday  in  July  the  Assessor  delivers  the 
Assessment  books  to  the  clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
and  the  Board  meets  to  equalize  City  and  County  Assess- 
ments. When  completed,  the  books  are  delivered  to  the 
Auditor,  who  foots  up  the  valuation  and  reports  the  amount 
to  the  Controller  and  State  Board  of  Equalization. 

The  tax  rate  is  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  or 
before  the  1st  Tuesday  after  the  1st  Monday  in  September  of
